The Connor shaftencountered the reef 
at 1,206} feet. Water came in so fast 
that progress was slow. 740,000 yal- 
lons a day are being pumped from it. 
Its ore assayed 18dwts. ; 13dwts., 9grs.; 
44dwts;and 25dwts. The values at 
90c. per dwt. would be $16.20, $12, 
$39.60 and $22.50 per ton of rock. 


The Hammond shaft encountered the 
reefs at 1853 feet, showing an. aggre- 
gate of 11 fees, 2 inches of reef, assay 
ing 7dwts. 2igrs; the leader giving 46 
dwts. 10grs. over 12 inches. 


During the six months ending Sept. 
30th, 1898, 218,530 tons of ore were 
crushed, yielding 101,501 eunces of 
bullion, leaving a - net profit of £126,- 
000, For the year ending Ist October, 
98, the ore crushed yielded‘ on an 
average 8.78dwts. per ton. During 
the month of September the average 
was 9.68dwts. or $8.72 per ton. 


The profits of the company are in- 
dicated by the recommendation that a 
dividend of 25 per cent. per annum 
free of income tax be paid, and that 
£345,683 be transferred to the reserve. 
And this from workings going over 
1,000 feet in depth and yielding less 
than $10 to the ton of ore. Clearly 
large bodies of easily reduced ore are 
to be desired rather than high assays.
